Speaks of the Achievements of 
the 


Past and the Need of the Present. 
Ml 
President, Ladies and Gentle- 


men —We have met here today to 
commemoiate the hundredth anniver- 
sary of the event which more than any 
othei. after the foundation of the gov- 
einment and 
always 
excepting its 
preservation, 
determined the charac- 


ter of our national life—determined 
that we should be a gieat expanding 
nation instead of relatively a small 
and stationary one 
Of course It was not with the Louis- 
iana Purchase that our career of ex- 
pansion began In the middle of the 
Revolutionary wai the Illinois region 
including the present states of Illinois 
and Indiana, was added to oui domain 
by force of aims, as a sequel to the 
adventurous expedition of George Rog- 
ers Clark and his frontier linemen 
Later the treaties of Jay and Plnck- 
ney mateilally 
extended 
our real 


boundailes to the west But none of 
these events was of so striking a 
character as to fix the popular imagln- 
ation The old thirteen 
always claimed 
that 


colonies had 
their 
rights 


stretched westward to the Mississippi 
and vague and unreal though these 
claims weie until made good by con- 
quest, settlement and diplomacy, they 
still Served tt> gHe the impression that 
the earliest westward movements of 
out people were little more than the 
filling In of already exulting national 
boundaries E»r(y Expunnon 


But theie could be no illusion about 
the acquisition of the vast territory 
beyond the 
Mississippi 
stretching 


westward to the Pacific which Is that 
day was known as Louisiana This im- 
mense region was admittedly the ter- 
ritory of a foreign powei, of a Eu- 
lopean kingdom None of pur people 
fifta evei laid claim to n foot of It Its 
acquisition could in no sense be treat- 
ed ffs icundlng 
*ut 
any existing 
claims Whex we acquired it we mad^ 
evident at once foi nil that conscious- 
ly and of set purpose wte had embark- 
ed on a career of expansion, that we 
had taken our place among those dar- 
ing and hardy nations who risked 
mucfi -vlth the hope and- desire of win- 
ning high position among the great 
powers of the earth. As is so often tho 
case In nature, the law of development 
of a living organism showed itself in 
its actual working! to be wiser than 
flhe wisdom of the wiaest. 
This work of'expansion was toy far 


the gieatest work of our people during 
the yeais that intervened between the 
adoption of the constitution and 
the 


outbreak of the civil war. There were 
-icther questions of real moment and 
importance, aad 
there 
were many 


which at the -time seemed ouch to 
those engaged In answering them, but 
the greatest feat of our forefather* of 
those generations nas the deed of Old 
men who with pack train or wagon 
train, on, horseback 
on foot, or by 
boat upon the waters pushed th« fron- 
tier evei westward across the contin- 
ent 


Never befote had the world seen the 


kind of national expansion which gave 
our people all that part of the Ameri- 
can continent lying west of the thirteen 
original states; the greatest landmark 
in which was the Louisiana Purchase 
Our triumph in this process of expan- 
sion was indlssolubly bound up with 
he success of f our peculiar kind ot 
*deral government, and this success; 
las been so complete that because of 
ts very completeness we now some- 
times fail to appreciate not only the 
aU importance but the 
tremendous 


difficulty of the problem with which 
)ui nation was originally faced 


When our forefathers joined to call 


nto being this nation, they undertook 
task for which there vaB but little 
encouraging precedent. 
The develop- 


ment of eivilization from the earliest 
period seemed to show the truth of 
:wo propositions In the first place, It 
lad always proved exceedingly difficult 
:o secure both freedom and strength 
n any government 
and in the sec- 


ond place, H had always proved well- 
nign Impossible for a nation to ex- 
pand without breaking up or becoming 


centralized tyranny. With the suc- 


cess of our effort to combine a stronl 
and efficient national union, able to put 
down disorder at home and to main- 
lain 8~Qr nonor and interest abroad, I 
lave.not now to deal This success was 
signal and all-Important, but it was 
by no means 
unprecedented in the 
same sense that our type of expansion 
was unprecedented 
The histoiy of 
Rome and of Greece illustrates very 
the two types of expansion which 


had taken place in ancient time and 
which had been universally accepted as 
the possible types uup to the per- 
iod when aa a nation we ourselves 
began to take possession of this con- 
tinent The Grecian states peiformefl 
leinaikable feats of colonization, but 
eat h colony as soon as created be- 
came entirely 
independent 
of the 
mother state and in after years was 
almost as apt to piove its enemy as 
Its fiiend Local self-government, lo- 
tal independence was 
secured but 


only by the absolute sacrifice of any- 
thing lesembllng 
national unity 
In 


consequence the Greek world lor all 
its wondpiful brilliancy and -the ex- 
tiiiordlnaiy 
aitistic 
literary 
and 


philosophical development 
which has 


made all mankind its debtors fo>- the 
ages was yet wholly unable to with- 
stand a foimidable foe save spasmo- 
dically As sopn as powerful, perman- 
ent empires arose on its outskirts the 
Greek states in the neighborhood of 
such empires fell under their. sway 
National power and 
greatness were 
completely sacrificed to local liberty 
With Rome the exact opposite oc- 
curred The imperial city rose to ab- 
solute dominion ovei all the peoples of 
Italy and then expanded her lule over 
the entire civilized world by a. process 
which kept the nation strong and uni- 
ted but gave no room whatever for 
local liberty and self-government AH 
othei cities and countries were sub- 
ject to Rome In consequence this great 
and masterful race of warriors luleis, 
rodd-buildeis, 
and 
administrators 
stamped their indelible impress upon 
all the after life of our race and let 
an over-centralization eat out the vi- 
tals of their ernpiie until it became an 
empty shell 
so that when the bar- 


barians came 
they 
destroyed only 
what had already become worthless 
to the world 
Remedy Seems Simple. 


The underlying vtciousnesi of each 
type of expansion was plain enough 
and the remedy now seems simple 
enough But when the fathers of the 
Republic first formulated the constitu- 
tion under which we live this remedy 
was untried and no one could foretell 
how It would work They themselves 
began the experiment almost immedi- 
ately by adding new states to the or- 
iginal thirteen. Excellent 
people in 


the east viewed this initial expansion 
of the country with great alarm. Ex- 
actly as during the rolonial period In 
the mother period thought It highly 
important that 
settlers 
should be 


kept out of the Ohio Valley in the In- 
terest of the for companies, so after 
we had become a nation many good 
people on the Atlantic coast felt grave 
apprehension lest they might some- 
how be hurt by the westward growth 
of the nation 
The good people shook 


their heads over 
the 
formation of 
states in the fertile Ohio Valley which 
now forms part of the heart of our 
nation « and they declared that the 
destruction of the republic had been 
accomplished when through the Louis- 
iana purchase we acquired nearly half 
of what is now that same republic's 
piesent teriitory Nor was their feeling 
unnatural Only the adventurbus and 
the fai-seeing can be expected heart- 
ily to welcome the process of expan- 
sion, for the nation that expands is a 
nation which is entering upon a great 
career, and with greatness there must 
of necessity come perils which daunt 
all save »the most stout-hearted. 


Carved Out the Wildernew. 


We expanded by carving the wilder- 
ness into territories and, out o.f these 
territories building new states when 
once they had received as permanent 
settlers a sufficient number of our 
own people Being a practical nation 
we have never tried to force on any 
section of our new territory ar^unsplt- 
able form of government mefely be- 
cause it was suitable for another sec- 
tion under different conditions. Of the 
territory covered by 
the Louisiana 
purchase a portion -was given state- 
hood within a few years Another por- 
tion has not been admitted to state- 
hood, although a century hap elapsed 
—although doubtless U soon wilj be. 


Over by far the majoi part Jf the 


territory, however, our people spread 
In such numbers during the course of 
the nineteenth century that we werj 
able to build up state after state, .;acn 
with exactly the same complete local 
Independence In all matters affecting 
purely Its own domestic interact* a» 
in any of the original thirteen itates 
—each owing the sanfe absolute feri- 
ty to the union of all the state* which 
each of the original thirteen states ul- 
so owes—and finally each having th«

In most of the discussion of the race 


problem little is said of the negro's 
own point of view. He is the chief fig- 
ure of it all. He is at once the inno- 
cent cause of it and the chief facto! 
in its solution. 


There has not been time enough noi 


work enough nor money enough nor 
opportunity for great masses of them 
to be built up to responsible citizen- 
ship, but the leaders of the race—the 
real leaders—show a steady growth in 
thrift, in responsibility and good citi- 
zenship. A study of the result of thi 
work done at any of the great schools 
where they are properly trained wil 
give the most despondent man high 
hope. In fact, the record of the bes' 
men and women who have gone ou 
from Hampton and Tuskegee and other 
such training places make one of the 
most .remarkable chapters-in human 
progress. The negro conferences tha 
are held at Tuskegee show year aftei 
year growth of character and of econ- 
omic efficiency among large masses o 
them; and the reports of the Negro 
Business Men's League and other such 
bodies tell of remarkable progreife. 


The negro's children, too, will be 


wiser than he is; and, after all, this 
whole problem Is not one that we who 
are now living shall see the end of. I: 
we pass it to the next generation in 
a better shape than we found it—that 
Is all we can hope to do. And no man 
who knows Southern life can for a 
moment doubt that it is now in very 
much better shape than it was twenty 
years ago. So much better is it tha1 
the aspects It now presents are no1 
discouraging to those who know what 
has been done.—The World's Work.

Strawberry Chatreuse. 


SteA two pounds of ripe berries 


and cut them In half lengthwise. Pre- 
pare one quart of lemon jelly and when 
slightly cool pour a thin layer In the 
bottom of a mold and when this Js 
firm enough place a layer of tha ber- 
ries on top; cover with more j 
and set; when quite firm set a small- 
er mold In the center and fill the space 
between with strawberries and enougl 
jelly to fill up the cavities between; 
then set'the mold in cracked ice. Dis- 
solve half ah ounce of gelatine hi 
half a cup of water and mix with a 
cup of strawberry - juice, sweeten to 
taste with powdered sugar; as this 
congeals, stir in

cream whipped to a froth. When tills 
begins to set carefully 
remove the 


small mold by filling it with warm wa 
ter to*loosen it from the jellied ber- 
ries. Turn the cream mixture into 
the space left and let It stand untl 
the Jell# is stiff enough to'turn oui 
Serve on a fancy dish garnished with 
whipped cream and whole fruit

Strawberry Spongi. 


Soak half a box of gelatine In on 


cup of water for half an hour. Sprinkl 
one cup of sugar over a quart of ber- 
ries and crush the 
berries .with a 


wooden spoon. Boil naif a''cup of su- 
gar and a cup of water gently for 
twenty minutes. 
Rub 
the terries 


through a china strainer, add the gel- 
atine to the boiling syrup, ' remove 
from the fire and add the berry mix- 
ture with the'juice of one lemon, place 
in a pan of cracked ice. and beat un- 
til it begins to thicken a little, and is 
perfectly cold; then add the beaten 
whites of four eggs, and Continue to 
beat until thick enough to pour into 
molds. Set on ice to harden. 


Strawberry Salad. 


Separate the pulp or grape fruit from 


the bitter akin which separate* the 
sections, using a silver knife. Sprinkle 
a little sherry over the pulp and chill. 
Hull some fine ripe strawberries and 
squeeze a very little lemon Juice over 
them.

New Jersey Has a Way of Putting 


Them Out of Bueineis. 


New Jersey gets most of its state 


revenue out of annual 
taxes on the 


corporations for whose . creation its 
laws make such generous terms. 
So 


New Jersey is very hospitable to cor- 
porations, whether great railroad mer- 
jers or little get^rieh-quick 
enter- 


pi-ises, BO long as they can earn, borvjw 
or steal money- enough to-, flay their 
taxes.- 
When they can't do-this they 


must die the death without m(|cy. Ev- 
ery year about this,time the governor, 
as it Is his duty under the-law, is- 
sues a proclamation forcibly dissolving 
corporations) that 
have not 
pnid 


their taxes tor the previous year. 


Of course this is In most cases only 


a formal burial of corporations that 
were actually dead before. The taxes 
are not heavy. New Jersey Relieving In 
the trust Idea of large business on 
small margins. 
Any corporation with 


business enough to pay for stationery 
and office rent can meet them without 
great difficulty. But of course when a 
trust has been dissolved by the courts 
or an investment company has been 
pulled by the police or a trading 
or 


manufacturing company has 'become 
so hopelessly bankrupt ' that it can 
neither earn nor borrow money there 
is no use in going on paying tribute to 
New Jersey. So it stops paying taxes 
and gets, into the governor's proclam- 
ation.

The I proclamation 
for 
1hls year, 


which has juet been sent to the print- 
er, shows the heaviest mortality In the 
history of Jersey trusts. The number of 
corporations .dissolved is 927, with a 
total capital of $239,000,000. Thta large 
capital la -the feature of this year's 
killing. Three-fourths as many com- 
panies were slaughtered last year and 
the year:b€fore, but the capital wiped 
out In thejtwoi years together was not 
half of that for this year. 


This represents only the corporations 


that havi gi,ven up the straggle. Even 
a larger amount of capital--1274,000,000 
—is involved in 127 New Jersey cor- 
porations for "Which receivers have 
been asked in. the courte in the last 
year. 
These will not be wiped out 


so compjetely, though a corporation 
that.can not" keep out of a receiver's 
hands these times can not have much 
business foundationfl.

THE PANAMA. CANAL. 


Experiences on the Isthmus What the 


Canal May Cost in tHe and Money. 
Now that the-oanat treaty has been 


signed by the United . States govern- 
ment it is 'understood that the work 
will shortljr be commenced on tha ca- 
nal which Is to unite the Atlantic and, 
the Pacific. 


I was for eighteen months In the ser- 


vice of the French Canal company. I 
controlled regiments of laborers work- 
ing on the excavations. I write, there- 
fore, with Intimate knowledge of the 
subject, and the experiences related are 
personal ones. ' 
* 


The. French company recewes £8,-, 


000,000 for the amount of work already 
accomplished, and4 for their machinery 
and plant on the Isthmus, which .baa 
coat the French nation £70,000,000. 


The 
Colombian 
government ha* 


agreed to accept £2,000,000 down and 
£50,000 per annum for the concession 
on a hundred years' renewable lease. 
Opinions of engineers vary as to the 
length of time and 
expenditure 
of 


money before the canal will be .com- 
pleted, but a general estimate is that 
it will take ten years and cost £30,000,- 
000. 


The old Panama company has con- 


structed over 
two-fifths, 
or nearly 


twenly-flva miles, ot the work, a por- 
tion of which will have to be re- 
constructed owing to the difference be- 
tween their plans and those drawn up 
by the American engineers. 


One of the greatest drawbacks to 


the Isthmus of Panama is the climate, 
which is notorious for its deadly effect 
on the white man. The American en- 
gineers who constructed the Panama 
railroad, fifty years ago, had in the end 
to import Chinese coolies, who were 
the only human 
beings that seemed 


able to withstand the ravages of the 
.Chagres fever. 


It is stated on authority that, the for- 


ty-eight miles ot railroad cost ten lives 
for every sleeper laid on the track, and 
when it is considered that they are 
only four- feet apart, some idea may be 
gained of the fearful loss of life the 
construction of this railway entailed 


Already thousands of persons_ have 


perished .since the 
commencement of 


the canal undertaking, and doubtless 
thousands more will fall victims before 
the waterway IB completed. 


In addition 
to the Chagres fever 


which is a peculiarly virulent form of 
mararia, the, Inhabitants suffer from 
yellow fever! small-pox, typhoid 
and 


dysentery. 


J}octors state that the planting of a 


number, of eucalyptus trees, along the 
course of the'canal would do a grea 
deal toward improving the climate, but 
It will !be some years before Panama 
becomes a health resort. 


In the dry season, which lasts only 


four months in the year, the Colom- 
bians and Indians .gerierally get up a 
revolution, and set fire to Colon and 
Panama. Failing this there are fre- 
quent earthquakes, which are Borne- 
times' very severe, notably those of 
September, 1882. 


I was in Panama at the time, am 


was roused from my slumbers about 2 
a. m. by the sudden waltzing of my 
bed across the polished floor of my 
bedroom in the hotel. 


The noise; of falling buildings was 


terrific. 
It was mingled 
with th 


screams of the terrified people, who 
were running about the cathedra 
square like mad people, not knowlni 
what to do. 
; 


I dressed hurrieuiy and left the ho- 


tel, which seemed to be doing an im- 
promptu polka on ..s own account 
causing the furniture and articles sus- 
pended on the walls to fall in all direc- 
tions.

of their native land. 


Conflicts between the two races were 


frequent and sometimes resulted In 
the suspension of work on the canal for 
days, in addition to the loss of many 
lives.

Out of this sum 
the prisoner received about flvepence 
per day for his food, and had to sweep 
the streets of the city, with an Iron 
ball attached to his foot, for the benefit 
of the community.
